THE GREAT PLAGUE. 


CONFIRMATION OF ITS EXISTENCE 
AND GRAVE FXTENT. 


Half a Dozen Counties Swept by the Plarue— Whole 
Houses Emptied of their Inmates— Vhe Diag- 
moses of the Discase, and the Uourse it 
Runs— People Almost Starving. 


Lovisviiie,K y., November 26.—The Courier- 

i _ 
Journal recently sent a staff correspondent to 
investigate the reported ravages of the dread 
disease in eastern K entucky and western Vir- 
ginia. The correspondent sends the following 
from Williamsburg, Ky.: 

W. Lester,a prominent attorney of this place, 
bas just arrived from Mount Pleasant, the county 
seat oi Harlan, where he has been two weeks past 
atccurt, asacting prosecuting attorney. Lester 
bas information of the prevailing plague, princi- 
pally from Barian, Letcher, Perry, Leslie and Bell 
counties. He says that in Harlan it appears worse. 
It is most fatal and prevails to the greatest extent 
upabout the headwater of Poor Fi rk and Clover 
creek, in the mountains, about twenty-five miles 
from Mount Pleasant. This large territory 
is being tetribiy afflicted. The people 
are Gying very rapidly. n one neighborhood 
twelve persons diedin asingle dayinthe latter 
part of last week, and there were scarcely well peo- 
ple erovch to make them coffins and bury them. 
On Brown's creek, which rises in Harlan and 
empties into the Cumberland river, in Bell coun 
ty. the disease is raging with frightful fatality, 
ano there is po meaus of keeping a record of the 
deaths. All along the banks of the stream the 
people are sick, and physicians and medicines, 
ovtsice of herbs and roots, with whose curative 
properties the natives arc acquainted, are un 
snoOwn and unobtainable. The epidemic is rap 
idjy+preadingin Harlan county. In tne district 
covering thesouthern portion of Letcher and 
Perry. the whole of Leslie and the nortnwest por 
tion of Bell counties, the plague has obtained 
foothe)d, but reports as to its violence are 
tery conflicting. Lester thinks that the 
deaths ron up into the hundrejs= while 
ihe 1 umber of those attacked cannot be esti 
mated, The disease does not prevail at Mt Pieas- 
aut. Lester furtber says that no one seemed to 
know tbe rea) pature of the pestilence. Most oi 
ihe people called it ‘flux.’ and it is probably a 
very sgeravated form of that disease. It begias 
with griping pains in the stomach, followed by a 
debilitating » discharge and swelling of 
the thre at, and if not fatal in 
three or four days, the patient, as a rule’ 
recovers All reports agree as to the cause of the 
epidemic, it being attributed to the use of impure 
water by the natives. The season has been uo 
usvaliy dry. The streams, as a rule, consisting 
culy Of narrow threads of murky, foul sm-liiag 
end foul-testing water. Thecorn croo in all the 
countries bamed above is good, and starvation and 
Want only exist because the people can spare uo 
time from the sick to gatherit. No mills are run 
bing on the smaller streams. My informant had 
no news except ip a geperal way of the prevalence 
of the plagne in Virginia or West Virginia.”’

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THE COMPTROLLER'’S REPORT. 


The Banks of the Country—The Operations 
: of the Country Financially. 
Wasurxctox, November 26.—The an- 
nual report of H. W. Cannon, comptroller of 
the currency, shows that during the year end- 
ing November Ist, 1884, 191 banks have been 
c rganized with an aggregate capital of $16,042,- 
250, and that the circulating votes have been 
issued to these new associations amounting to 
$3,566,230. These banks are located by g-o- 
graphical divisions, as follows: E ast- 
erp Stats, ten banke, with a capital 
of $510,000; middle States, 25 banks, with a 
capital of $1,512:-250; southern states, 30, with 
2 cepital of $2,991,100; western states, 102, 
with a capital ot $8,903,880; Pacific states, 5, 
with a capita) of $38,000; the territories, 1%, 
w ith a capital of $1,143,000. Ninety charters 
expired during the year, of which 83 were ex- 
tinded. The corporate existence of 154 
national banks, with an aggregate 
coprtal of $56,161,370, will expire dur- 
in November * and December of 
this year, and the corporate existence of 720 
netiepal banks, with an aggregate capital’of 
¢158,971,475 will expire during 1885. Eleven 
netienal banks, with an aggregate capital of 
=1,289,000, have failed, and have been placed 
in the hands of receiver during the year. The 
diferent items of resources and liabilities as 
tabulated, indicate that the business of the 
ational banks during the past eleven years 
28 gencrally increased. Whatever course 
nay be deemed expedient by congress, ia re- 
gerd to the funding or future payment of the 
public debt, the comptroller is of opinion that 
it is perfectly safe, and will afford great bene- 
fit to the public to permit an issue by the na- 
tional banks of circulation to the extent of 100 
per cent of the par value of bonds deposited, 
instead of 90 per cent. Even admitting that 
the bonds representing the public debt, when 
funded at lower rates, might, at times, in 
ihe futures, be below par in the market, the 
covernment would, if foreed to redeem the 
nodes of the insolvent national banks, always 
have the right to cancel the bonds on deposit, 
securing the same and thus extinguish an 
amount of its debt, dollar for 
dollar, to the rates re- 
deemed. It is further submitted that 
the profit on circulation may be increased to a 
point which will induce the banks to keep up 
their circulation tothe maximum, and stop 
the contraction oftheir circulation, which is 
Low occurriug, by repealing the law taxing 
such circulation at the rate of one-halfof one 
per cent semi-anuually. The oxpenses of 
keeping up the national banking system 
by the government are, at present, paid 
in part from _ th: proceeds of this 
tax, and in part by an assessment on bonds. 
if the tex be abolished, all ot these expenses 
should be paid by the las: named method. In 
cobeindipg this subject the comptroller wishes 
to heve it distinctly understood that he is not 
in favor of any means which will cause infla- 
tion, He is of opinion that the present aggre- 
gate paper circulation, made up of legal 
tender and national bank notes and 
of gold and silver certificates, is ample for all 
the needs of business. He believes, however, 
that the sudden contraction of the national 
bank circulation which, without appropriate 
legislation, is immipent, will seriously embar- 
rass tbe business ofthe country, and that if 
this contraction is permitted to go on, it may 
resuit in the entire discontinuing of the issue 
of notes by the national banks. The 
comptroller believes that his form of currency 
which can be increased or diminished in ac- 
cordance with the natural laws which control 
bu.tness, Should be continued in preference to 
aby other new permitted by law. In regard 
to the circulation based on silver, the comp- 
troller says: The people of the 
United States now hold paper 
eircujation based upon’ silver dollars in an 
smcunt equal to more than one-third of the 
national bank circulation. If it is forthe best 
interests of the United States to issue circula- 
tien based upon silver, the comptroller be- 
leves thatthecireulation should be issued 
upon coin or bullion, which contains a suff- 
cient number of grains of silver to have 
an intrinsic value equal in the 
markets of the world to its nominal value. 
Some writers have suggested that the circula- 
ting medium might ve based upon bullion, 
both gold and silver, and the comptroller is of 
the opinion that under certain restrictions 
and regulations, it would be far more correct 
in principle to issue silver certificates based 
upon the deposit of silver bullhon, to be valu- 
ed in the exact proportion of silver to gold, 
than continue the issue of certificate under the 
present law. The issue of currency based 
upen silver should not, however, be unlimited, 
gud the present laws making the purcaase 
and coinage ot a fixed amount of silver bullion 
mandatory, are very pernicious in their effeet, 
as the unlimited and continued issuance of full 
legal tender silver coin and certificates based 
thereon, of an intrinsic value less 
than their face, has already caused 
the hoarding of gold, and will 
eventually retire from the channels (of trade, 
thereby causing the practical suspensien of 
gold payments. In considering the financial 
troubles of May, 1884, the comptroller calls 
attention to the fact that while many banks 
end private banking firms of excetlent repute 
failed, but one association organized under the 
nationa: bank act failed,and but one suspended 
in the city of New York. The 
liabilities of the state banks and 
rivate bankers failing during the month of 
Jay in that city, itis said, exceeded in the 
aggregate thirty-two million dollars, while the 
liabi ities of the only national bank in the 
same city was about four anda quarter mil- 
lions. No loss to the public occurred through 
the national bank which suspended. Only 
eleven national banks failed in the United 
States during the year ending November 
1, 1884, although more than one hundred banks 
and bankers other than national failed during 
the same period. The records of this office 
show that many of the transactions of the na- 
tienal banks which failed, ane the Ma- 
rine and Metropolitan national banks of New 
York city, were looked upon with disfavor, 
and that those associutions had frequently 
been reprimanded for carelessness during the 
pest few years. None of the disclosures made 
py the examiners of the treasury, however, 
ave the department an adequate. idea of the 
angerous character of the business which was 
being carried on by the Marine national bank 
of New York, and this is not singular, as the 
directors of the bank were equally deceived in 
regard to the situation.

THE FRENCH IN CHINA. 


THE BUDGET UNDER COMNSIDERA- 
TION IN THE CHAMBERS, 


M. Forry Asks Fora New Oredit of 48,000,000 Francs, 
For the Purpose of Prosecuting the Campaign 
in Tonquin—England Mediating Between 
France and China—Other Matters. 


Pants, November 26.—In the chamber of 
deputies to-day, the debate on the Tonquin 
credit bill was resumed. Prime Minister 
Ferry took a leading part in the discussion. 
He declared that hedid not repudiate the 
responsibility devolving upon the present 
ministry, but be desired to define and appor- 
tion the responsibility fairly. The work of 
the present ministry in regard to Tonquin 
was defined by two precise votes in the cham- 
ber of deputies. The cabinet had followed 
the indications thus given, and no more. He 
denied that he had deceived the 
country. Everything had been done openly. 
(Interruptions.| He admitted that the govern- 
ment had been led on by events. It could not 
be otherwise in a colonia? matier,in which 
ubfureseen difficulties played so large a part. 
The French position in Tonquin, he contend- 
ed, was excellent. The French forces had 
taken the offensive with the result of gain- 
ing daily victories. The resources 
of the country would increase 
under good government, but it was first neces- 
sary toestablish peace and order, and to settle 
the conflict with China by a treaty, or bya 
modus vivendi. M. Ferry continued, saying 
that France was perfectly justified in demand- 
ing indemnity for the base ambuscade, and he 
demanded authority from the chambers for 
continuing the policy which is based upon 
securing pledges forthe payment of the in- 
demnity. If China persisted in refusing to 
pay the indemnity demanded, the present 
provisional occupation of the island of For- 
mosa for France will become permanent. 
Ferry said that China had asked the media- 
tion of England, and the latter 
covernment was trying to pave the 
way to a friendly settlement 
of tbhedifficuity. That government had oflered 
its good offices to France, which, he said, the 
latter had accepted. English mediation, Ferry 
stated, was upon the basis of French occupa- 
tion of Kelung and Tamsui for a term to be 
settled in furure. China, however, had de- 
manded thet France should renounce her pro- 
tectorials over Annam and make afresh de- 
limitation of Tonquin by placing the frontier 
‘below Cao Bang, and had forbidden the impor- 
tation of French products of Tonquin into the 
Chinese provinces. Ferry said the only reply 
to these impracticable demands of China was 
for the ch» mber of deputies to vote the credits 
asked for by the government, with an addi- 
tion of 43,000,000 francs to cover 
the expenses of the Tonquin 
expedition to be carried out in the first half of 
the year 1885. [Loud cheers,] Ferry then for- 
mally made a motion fora new credit of 43,- 
060,000 francs, and demanded a vote of urgen- 
ey thereupon. The debate .will be resumed 
to-morrow. 


The English in Egypt. 

Arexanpria, November 26.—Teilegrams from 
the front ask for large additional supplies for 
the expedition. 

M. Barrere, French diplomatic agent, has 
induced Nubar Pasha, prime minister, to re- 
fuse railway transportation for the hundred 
krupp cannon recently bought by Herr Bosch 
from the Egyptian government. Herr Bosch 
will bring legal action against Nubar Pasha. 


Bismarck Defeated in the Reichstag. 

Berimn, November 26.—The reichstag to- 
day, by a vote of 180 against 99, adopted a 
resolution in favor of the payment of its mem- 
bers for their services as legislators. The 
resolution was strongly opposed by Bismarck. 
The result is considered as a signa! defeat of 
Bismarck. 


Minister Lowell’s Residence, 

Lonpox, November 26.—The Vienna ° corre- 
spondent of the Standard says that United 
States Minister Lowell writes to friends there 
that he intends to return to America whether 
his resignation is accepted by President Clove- 
land or not. {He will not return for political 
reasons, but in order to resume his literary 
work. 


The Cholera in Paris. 

Panis, November 26.—Although the cholera 
bulletias have been stopped, isolated deaths 
from cholera continue to be reported. It is 
estimated that fully 100,000 persons left Paris 
during the continuance of the cholera epi- 
demic. The people are now returning to their 
homes in great nnmbers.

THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE. 
The Senate Discussing the Cotton Fature 
Bill. 


Montcowgery, November 26.—{Special.]— 
In the house, the general revenue bill for col- 
lecting taxes in the state was taken up. 
Amendment was adopted exempting the per- 
sonal p y and school furniture of free 
public schools from taxation. 

Both houses met in joint session, announc- 
ing the result of yesterday’s vote on United 
States se.ator for Alabama, for the term com- 
mencipg March 4th, 1885. Senator Pagh was 
declared duly elected. 

The joint resolutions adiourning 
Thauksgiving day were adopted. 

The committee on ways and means, in the 
general revenue bill, reported in favor of fix- 
ing the rate of taxation at 60 instead of 65 
mills. Consideration ofthe proposition was 
postponed until all other parts of the bill are 
disposed of, 

before adjournment eulogies were made on 
the death of Representative Vaughn. 

In the senate Mr. Brewer's amendment to 
the future bill jwas presented, reading: 

“Section 7. Be it enacted that this act shall 
not “pply to the producers aad owners of 
cotton who buy or sell such future contracts 
through their merchants or agents, in an 
quantity, not more than double the quantity 
or amount the said producer or owner actually 
owns at the time or expects in good faith te 
produce during the year in which the contract 
was made, or has produced during the year in 
which said contract is made, nor shall) it ap- 
ply to merchants or consumers of grain or 
meat, who buy or sell future contracts for 
grain or meat, through tneir agents or mer- 
chants, in a quantity not more than double 
the quantity or amount the said merchant or 
consumer in good faith may buy for merchan- 
dise or consumption, as the case may be, during 
the year in which the future contract 
is made: nor shall it apply to any 
firm, person, corporation, agent, broker, or 
othe? person who, in good faith, shall execute 
any order given to him by any person named 
in this section. 

It was tabled—20 yeas, 10 nays, Other 
ainendinents were offered. Lengthy speeches 
were made by Senator McSpadden, who. in- 
troduced the bill, denouncing future dealing 
as the worst kind of gambling; worse than the 
fero bank, effecting the morals and demoral- 
izing. Mr. Troy expressed himself likewise, 
but wented legitimate cotton dealers protect- 
ed. Others spoke until adjournment.

A Case in Which He is Held Accountable . 
for His Ignorance, 

Boston, November 26.—The supreme judi- 
cial court for the commonwealth has over- 
ruled the exceptions of the defendant in the 
ease of Franklin Pierce, who was convicted at 
Worcester of manslaughter in causing the 
death of Mary A. Bemis. The defendant rep- 
resented himself as a physician, and his treat- 
mentof Mrs. Bemis, which the jury found te 
have caused her death, was in prescribing 
that kerosene oil should be applied to her 
body in large quantities. The defense relied 
principally upon the case of the common- 
wealth vs. Thompson, decided in 1309, where 
it wes held that “if one assuming the 
character of a physician through ignorance 
administers medicine to his patients 
with the honest intention and expectation of s 
cure, but which causes the death of a patient, 
he is not guilty of felonious homicide.” The 
full court, in sustaining the views ot the lower 
court, have reversed the decision in the com- 
monwealth vs.Thompson case,which they hold 
not good Jaw, ahd it is also held that a person 
who pretends to be a physician, and adminig- 
ters medicines, the consequences of which he 
bas no knowledge of, and cannot foresee, is 
guilty of criminal carelessness. This decision 
1s of especial interest to the district attorney of 
Suffolk county, who has delayed the trial of 
Mrs. Dr. Helen Cumming to await the dispo- 
sition of the Worcester case. Mrs. Dr. Cam- 
ining gave a prescription that caused the death 
of a lady in south Boston.

REPORT OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSION 

The tenth semi-annual report of the rail- 
rcad commission, which has been sent into 
the governor and by him submitted to tne 
genera! assembly, is very brief. It comprises 
copies of the circular orders issued since the 
Jast report of the commission, aad these are 
foilowed by some very succinct remarks, in 
ihe course of which the assumption that the 
raiJroad policy of the state and the operations; 
of the commission asa resultof that policy 
bave been detrimental to the railroad prop 
erty of the state, and that the tendency bas 
beep to retard railway development in Geor- 
gia, are yery neatly and etlectually disposed 
of. 

fhe report shows that for the five 
previous to the establishment of the commis- 
sion Jess than one hundred miles of rail way

were built in the state, while during the five 
years since the commission has been estab. 
lished, more than six hundred miles of rail- 
way hbaye been built in the state. Tuese 
figures deserve the consideration of those 
who have been tempted to believe that the 
railroad policy of the state might have a ten- 
dency to stay the railroad deyelopment of 
the state. 

The report mentions what is well 
known to every citizen who takes an interest 
in the substantial progress of the state, nanie- 
ly, that our railroud law has not prevented 
the investment of foreign capital ia railroad 
property in Georgia. On the contrary, for- 
eign capital has come into the state the ex- 
tent of buying two trunk lines outrigat aad 
of taking one-half of the lease of another 
trunk line—the Georgia road—for a period of 
ninety-nine years, at six hundred thousand 
dollars, which is ec ual to an annual dividend 
ofa little more than fourteen per cent on 
the capital stock of the road. 

Coptemporaneously with this investment 
of foreign capita!. the citizens of the state 
have also been making railroad investineants, 
and bome capital bas been devoted to bui!d- 
ing and projecting quite a number of branch 
roads. Altogether the railroad situation, as 
well as the outlook for the future, is as sat- 
isfactory in Georgia asin any state of the 
union or in any section of the country; and 
when the law under which the comniission 
Operates is So amended as to give railgoadsao- 
tice ot ch#fize¥ and to give them the righi of 
appeal—the rates of the commission mean- 
while going into effect until] they are decided 
to be unjust by a higher tribunal—there will 
be no further complaint in regard to the rail- 
road policy of the state.

FLAMES PRODUCED BY KISSES. 


A Scientific Study Suggested by Emma Ab- 
bott’s Osculation, 
From the National Republican. 

Emma Abbott's kiss always produces feclings of 
ecstatic joy among those who witness it, but these 
pleasurable sensations which come by observation 
can, of course, only reach their maxima when 
the witness becomes a participant in the oscula- 


tory act. 

The cases which produce these sensations have 
been wondered at, and have for some time engaged 
the attention of scientists. They are now gener- 
ally attributed to the result of a peculiar kind of 
electricity, which shows its presence in the form 
of light when a kiss is bestowed and returned. 
Every one will admit that there is considerable 
fire, metaphorically speaking, in the act; but few 
are aware that, as a fact, actual fire has an cxist- 
ence, and that a flame can be discerned. This has 
been proved by Keichenbach's experiments, 

Forty years ago he made an elaborate series of 
experiments in support of his claim that light 
emabated from the end of magnets. He also 
claimed thatthe same phenomena could be ob- 
served atthe end of the fingers. ‘hese wonder- 
{ul sights were confined, however, to a small 
cless Of people called by the baron ‘‘sensitives.’ 
lie attributed the flames to the action of a pecu- 
liar force analsgous to heat, electricity and mag- 
netism, but distinct from all, which he cailed 
“odyle.”’ This force he also assigned as the 
cause of spontaneous somnabulism, or, when 
artificially preduced, as-the mesmeric state. He 
found that the lips and tongue were markedly 
foci of this imponderable power or iafluence 
which exists in the human body, and by which 
cne hur ap being was able to produce in another 
the mesmeric state. Hesays: ‘“‘Here we obtain a 
not altogether uninteresting explanation of tho 
thue nature and significance of a kiss; the lips are 
che of the foci of ‘odyle,’ and the flames which our 
ports describe as belonging to them asa matter of 
jact actually play there.’’ a 

The baron’s experiments were ridiculed and de- 
scribed as absurd by the scientist of his day, some 
even charging that his statements were willially 
false. Du Bois Reymond said hisdeductions were 
anu absurd romance. The reply ofthe baron was 
in efleet thatsince the birth ol scicnce, ignorance 
had assumed to sit in judgement and condemn 
what it could not understand, [ft now seems 
probable that his reply Was a proper one, and that 

ecraments are of the greatest value. The 
Review of November says that 
most interesting achievements 
in its line is the recent photo- 
graphing of Reichenbach’s flames. In total dark- 
1 ess, a perforated blackened card was placed one- 
¢iebth of animnch above a permanent horseshoe 
magnet, a sensitive dry place being set an eighth 
ofaninuch above thecard. Aiter an exposure of 
five minutes a result was obtained and this was re- 
peated maby times. The most remarkable thing 
Was the discovery that there wasa positive and 
somctinesa negative imege found under precise- 
ly the seme conditions. 

Thisseems to establish the truth of the baron’s 
experiments, so far as the magnets are concerned, 
nud ii this is true there seems to be no reason ior 
iwoubt that an osculation actually produces 
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as the resultant several simultaneous

It isnot known, but presumed, that the odyle 
in Emma is of a positive character, as she comes 
irom tbe kissiug ordeal without anysigns of ex 
haustion, and even more brightand chippy than 
whenthe scene begun; consequently there does 
not seem to be any apparent loss of power by the 
work she has performed, and it must be in- 
ferred that, as a magnetis strengthened and its 
mower increased by its armature or keeper, 
‘mima’s power for kissing is increased every 
timeshe indulgesin it. Thereforethe length of 
the kissing scene is gradually increased to such 
aud extent that, if she lives tor a number of years, 
which itis hoped she may, it will require tne 
whole pumber of bours ofan cvening’s perform- 
ance lor the osculatory performance.
